Attorney contacted examiner pertaining to the deposit in particular. It was noted 
by the Examiner that Applicant or Attorney can state on the record the availability of the 
deposit which includes the following: 

"....that all restrictions on the accessibility be irrevocably removed by the 
applicant upon the granting of the patent." 

The rejection will be withdrawn upon receipt of the at least one sentence 
statement containing the above requirement. 

The other issue is with the Depository as whether it is one of the recognized 
depositories under the Budapest Treaty and whether the address is in error which will 
be corrected by Applicant. 

It was noted that as long as the claims are not drawn to a microorganism product 
and only to process claims which includes the enabling microorganism, one skilled in 
the art would be enabled to make and practice the claimed processes by obtaining the 
deposited strain from the Depository.
